For Kentucky bluegrass, bentgrass, bahiagrass, centipedegrass, fescues, perennial ryegrass,
bermudagrass, and zoysiagrass: Apply 1.5 to 2.0 pounds of product per 1,000 square feet of turfgrass.
A second or follow-up application may be required for dense infestations of weeds or for adverse
seasonal conditions. The second application of 1.5 to 2.0 pounds of product per 1,000 square feet should
be used 30 days after the first application.

The maximum broadcast application rate is 2.0 pounds of product per 1,000 sq.ft. per application [1.2 Ib
2,4-D ae, 0.29 Ib MCPP-p ae and 0.13 Ib dicamba ae per acre per application]. The maximum number of
broadcast applications is limited to 2 per year with a minimum of 30 days between applications. The
maximum seasonal rate is 4.0 pounds of product per 1,000 sq.ft. [2.4 Ib 2,4-D ae, 0.58 Ib MCPP-p ae
and 0.26 Ib dicamba ae per acre].

A uniform distribution of product on the treated area is essential. Choose a calm day to ensure uniform
coverage. Do not exceed the application rate for any area.
